Lecture Continues Discussion of 


World. Problems 


AMERICA IN GOOD FAVOR 


Better Regarded in China Than Any 


Other Nation, Because She Has 


No Territorial Aims 
• 


Continuing his series of lectures 


on the world problems, Dr. Homer L. 
Morris this morning discussed the 
conditions in China, at the .session 
of the annual teachers' 
institute, 


lieing' held this week at the assem- 
bly room in the court house. 
" 


Dr. Morris declared that "China 


will' have to be recognized as a.great 
world power in the future, and that, 
she will have to be treated and dealt 
with on the basis of Christianity." 


He showed how China was handi- 


capped today in many 
instances, 


and declared that in the past centur- 
ies wars threatened the territorial 
integrity of the country. This 
was 


due to the fact that European coun- 
tries owned and controlled portions 
of the country. 


The administrative control 
of 


China, by the various world powers, 
was a great handicap and remains 
so today. Dr. Morris stated. Those 
foreign powers have placed tariff re- 
gulations to suit themselves, and 
have held down the Chinese. The tar- 
iff on their goods to foreign coun- 
tries has not exceeded 5 percent 
since 1842, he said,- and on goods 
imported, the: tariff is unreasonably 
high on almost everything. 


The Chinese are held down also in 


their own government, because 
of 


the foreign element which , has 
charge of many important posts, 
having worked their way into . thr 
high positions, and which prevents 
the~Chinese from obtaining positions 
which should rightfully be held by 
their own people, he declared. .. 


The foreign elements have control 


of finances, big business, railroads 
and mines, and these are all man- 
aged by capital outside of China. 


One of the most astoundishuig 


things in modern ages, Dr. Morris 
stated, is the process of-law in Chi- 
na, which works to the detriment oj 
the country. The courts are control- 
led by various national'ties, 
wherl 


justice may not always be given out. 


He stated that if an Englishman 


were charged with crime, he wonlc 
be, tried before an English judge, anl 
tried- after the 'English customs; the
